" I tlid not knoiv of I\Ir. IjOiuit's resig- 
nation until notilied of it by the clerk uf 
tlic crown in chiincory.

, ship. No such promise has ever been 
made."

at Christmas, has been for some time 
anxious to marry and to bring his wife 
to bis father's house; but there was 
no room for her and this caused 
many quarrels and made Tom very un- 
happy. Her impression, therefore, is 
that Tom iiilled off the members of tbe 
family in order to make room for bis 
wife.

WiNNiPBG,Nov.8.— (Special)— Nicholas 
Chapman, a convict sentenced to the 

assizes to-day to eighteen months' hard 
labor for escaping from the Stoney moun- 
tain penitentiary, atated that he and a 
companion prisoner had been already 
punished by the prison officials for at 
tempted escape; that they had been kept 
in a dark dungeon for twenty-ono days 
and had nothing to eat but bread and 
water for nine days, and they were not 
allowed to wafeh for eight days. 

The assizes closed to-night, when Chief 
Justice Taylor imposed these sentences : 
William Morrison, cattle stealing, 7 
years; Ttiomaa Burns, attempted mur- 
der, 7 years; Robert Shearer, assault on 
girl under M, 5 years and 20 lashes. 

At Oarberry last night .John Gagnon, 
a respectablo citizen, was aandbagged 
and robbeil of .f.^'JO. There is no trace of 
the robber, 

Rev. Canon Pentreah, formerly of this 
city, now of Brainerd, Minn., will prob- 
ably bo appointed chaplain ot Stoney 
Mountain i)enitentiary, succeeding Rev.

DREYFUS FAMILY SUICIDE. 

Ashamed of the Name Disgraced by the 
Banishment ol the Unfortunate 
Officer. 

Pabis, Nov. 8. — A man named Drey- 
fus — who is believed to be a cousin of 
Captain Dreyfus, the deported artillery 
officer imprisoned on an island off the 
coast of French Guiana — his wife, and 
their three daughters, aged respectively 
VA, 11 and 7, committed suicide this 
morning or last night at their residence, 
on the Avenf.e Marceau. The porter of 
tho house found the bodies in their 
apartments early to-dny. They were 
lying on tlie lioor in the bedroom of the 
youngoet child. Drefus left a letter for 
the commi.'JHary of police of that district 
onclosing -100 francs with whicli to de- 
fray the exfjcnsea of tho funeral of the 
family. The deceased huaband ana 
father was so terribly upset by the sen- 
tence imposed upon Captain Dreyfus that 
he had changed his name to that of bis 
wife. 

It is asserted that the suicides were 
committed because of recent losses on 
the bourse. The wife of the suicide was 

formerly Mias Rebecca Fortado Abra- 
liaiii, an American. Dreyfus waa the sen 
of the Counteaa d'Hecurty. 

MODERN BRIGANDAGE. 

A Band of Marauders in Brazil Play Havoc 
With an Italian Colony. 

RosiB, Nov. 8. — A cable message re- 
ceived here to-day from Rio Janeiro, 
Brazil, announces that a band of forty 
brigands had been overrunning thesiate 
of Espiritus, murdering and pillaging on 
all sides. The dispatch adds that the 
band recently attacked an Italian colony 
in that state, killing six of its members 
and wounding four others. Tbe Italian 
consnl has demanded of the government 
of Brii/.il the immediate dispatch of 
troops to lirotL'ct the colonists and pun- 
idli tlio offenders.

S TARVATIOn'iN GREECE. 

Appeal for Relief to Be Made to Europe and 
Anieriea. 

Athi;n.s, Nov. 8. — The Britiah niiniater 
to Greece, Mr. E. H. Egerton, has re- 
turned here, and is distributing clothing, 
etc., to the destitute ThesBalians. Ithas 
been decided to appeal to Europe and 
America to raise tbe sum of $100,000 to 
relieve the terrible distress existing in 
Greece.

W.\sHi.NGTo.v, Nov. 8.— The authorities 
hero have been advised that tho arrival 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, premier ot Can- 
ada, Sir Louis Davies, minister of marine 
and fisheries in the Laurier cabinet, and 
other oQcials of the Dominion, is to 
have an important bearing not only on 
the Bob ring sea settlement, but on all 
the pending questions which have been 
eources of international complicationa 
between the United States and Canada, 
namely : The passage of the alien law; 
tho Northern Atlantic fisheriea; the pre- 
sence of many Americana in the Klon- 
dyke territory belonging to Canada and 
the mining regions of British Columbia; 
the fisheries troubles along the great 
?ake8 ; the bonding privileges granted 
Canadian railroads; tfio controversy 
over rights in the Fraser rivei, Britiah 
Columbia, and in Puget sound ; itnd also 
the question of a reciprocity an.tnge- 
ment between the United Statew and 
Canada. 

There is direct and definite informa- 
tion that Sir Wilfrid comes prepared to 
look into these questions and if poBsibla 
include them in one general settlement 
whereby the constant friction they have 
engendered may bo overcome. On some 
of the subjects he will confer with Presi- 
dent McKinley and on at least one of 
them, relating to alien laborers crossing 
tho border, he will suggest audi modifl- 
cation of the present restrictions aa in 
his opinion will be of material advan- 
tage to the United States and aieo to 
Americans in Klondyke and British Col- 
umbia mining districts, and at the 8am» 
time will be an advantage to Oanada 
along tbe Eastern border. 

The essential features of Sir Wilfrid's 
mission was communicated to the officials 
fiere by persona fully advised of the 
Premier's plans, and it can bo saiit that 
tho suggestion that the decks be cleared 
of existing disputes between Canada!- and 
the United States met with favor from 
the administration. 

While the Behring sea settlement 
occauioned the visit of tlie Premier the 
Canadian authorities attach much less 
impo: lance to it than they do to the 
other queatioua mentioned. They say 
that the Canadian sealing interesta are 
conflned almost entirely t<j the far 
Western territory where the sealers fit 
out, and that even there a coneider«bIe 
percentage of so-called Canadian sealers 
hail from Seattle, San Francisco and 
other American ports, who fit oat in 
Canadian ports under the British flag. 

What bnais of settlement can bo reach- 
ed is not disclosed Init little doubt, if 
any, ia felt by tbe Canndiana that are 
amicable adjustment will be rea(;heil. 
Among tho plana suggested ia tliat of an 
indemnity large enough to permit Canada 
to buy out the sealers and retire theoi 
from buaineaa. With this dona the 
United States, Rueaia, Japan ami Great 
Britain would be tngellier in auj)pre.3- 
sion of pelagic sealing. There ia no de- 
termination, however, to advance this 
plan in preference to others, and the 
settlement will be in doubt until nego- 
tiations open. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier and his associatn 
will urge strongly that the border immi- 
gration question be settled, and on this 
point will confer with the President. 
Under the Premier's direction, the Ca- 
nadian parliament passed an alien im- 
migration law last spring, by whicfi 
American contractors and American la- 
bor were barred from taking part in the- 
work un tho Crow's Neat Pass railway. 

On the other iinnd it ia claimed by the 
Canadians that about 5,000 Americana 
are in the Klondyke territory belonging 
to (!anada, and fully 10,000 American 
contract laborers are working in the 
mines of Britiah Columbia. The Unitei 
States immigration laws, it is asserted, 
are administered with harshness alotig 
the Canadian border, and daily aro 
sources of irritation. Sir Wilfrid, there- 
fore, will suggest that the cause of irrita- 
tion be removed on both sides. 

It ia understood that he is prepared to 
offer a repeal of Ciinadian restrictions in 
tho Klondyke and other regions if tho 
United States law is made lenient.

Nanaimo, Nov. 8. — (Special)— Tho 
steamer George W. Elder from Alaska 
arrived here to-day having on board 
several paesenRerB, among whom' was 
Donald Hicholaon, of this neighborhood, 
who left DflWBOQ ou September 28, Tlie 
Free Press publishes a full report of an 
interview with Mr. NicholBon, in which 
he says the food prospeub was a most 
perplexing queation at Dawson. When 
he left there were peven Bteamers over- 
dae. The Btorea had point blank re- 
fuHed to Bell any staple provisione. Mr, 
Nicbolaon eaid that should Uie expected 
boats not arrive there would certainly be 
privation and probably starvation for a 
good many. 

Skookum Gulch has proved an abso- 
lute failure outside the one discovery 
claim. 

Mr. Nicholson believes the Yukon 
country' to be rich as reported, but he 
Bays it can never be properly developed 
until provisions are lowered. Work la 
pleiitif'il at If 1.

McDonald, the Eldorado 
king, says he is prepared to pay .$1.50 
per hour; and others muit follow suit. 

The Mounted Police were met at sev 
eral places on the river. They are 
establishing posts every fifty miles, and 
are taking in United iStatea and Cana- 
dian mails. Oommencing November 1, 
a monthly mail service will be estab- 
lished, carrying letters at regular postal 
rates. 

The gold commissioners and ^Mounted 
Polico did not consider it advisable, un- 
der the existing circuinstances, to en- 
force the 20 per cent, royalty and the 
reservation of alternate claims. Both 
have been laid over awaiting the arrival 
of CommisBioner Walsh. 

The miners are not required to take 
out licenses, but each has to pay $15 for 
staking a claim, whicli pays for record- 
ing and surveying, and to pay $100 for 
the privilege of a second year's work. 

The Mounted Police bad strongly ad- 
vised several Iraats met at Bennett and 
Mud lake to camp there for the winter 
as they had not a fighting chance to 
reach Dawson before the winter closed 
in.

PAEDON FOR CUBANS. 

An Edict of Clemency Issued by the New 
Dlllitary Commander. 

liivANA, Nov. 8,— Marshal Blanco has 
issued the following edict, officially de- 
scribed as "expressing the magnani- 
mous sentiments of the queen regent 
and the firm determination of tho na- 
tional government " : "I pardon in full 
all those who have been prosecuted for 
the crime of rebellion. Rebels prose- 
cuted for common crimes, indepen- 
dent of rebellion, such a spoilia- 
tion and immorality, will be par- 
doned as rebels but judged for 
the other oflences committed by them. 

"Those suffering sentences imposed 
prior to the date of this edict will have 
their sentences commuted to a certain 
extent and perhaps in some cases in 
full. Persons pardoned should appear 
before the civil and military authorities 
at their respective plojea of residence, 
which they will designate and which 
will be communicated to me. They 
should then designate places of resi- 
dence outside the principal towns. They 
will be advised of the necessity of resid- 
ing within the military zone of cultiva- 
tion. 

"Tho military authorities will be care- 
ful not to invade the jurisdiction of tho 
civil authorities. Therefore those par- 
doned cannot change their residence 
withoutobtaining tho permission of both 
civil and military authorities." 



HAVANA EXCITED. 

No Confidence That the New Spanish Gen- 
eral Will Hold the Rebel Cubans 
in Check, 

Havana, Nov. 8.— There is a great deal 
of excitement here at present in all po- 
litical circles. This is due to the increae- 

iug lack of confidence in tho ability of 
Spain to establish an antononioua form 
of government in Cuba and to the appre- 
hension that the Spanish troops will not 
be able to suppress the insurrection by 
force of arms. This causes r. feeling of 
uncertainty in future which increases 
the business depression that iiaa existed 
for over two years past, and on theotiier 
hand it increases the desire among the 
more level-headed of the population for 
the annexation of Cuba to tho United 
States. The government is well aware 
of this, and a semi-official hint, convey- 
ed to the annexationists through the col- 
umns of anewepaper of tliis city, has in- 
duced them, it appears, to stop tiieir 
eecrel meetings. 

The annexationists wore not exactly 
nccuaed of conspiring against the govern- 
ment, but the curious charge of "gam- 
bling " was made against them, and on 
this basis they would have at least been 
put to very serious annoyance if the 
secret meetings had not been discontin- 
ued. 

Nobody seems to have any great 
amount of conlidence in tho military or 
administrative ability of Marshal IMauco 
the new captain general of Cuba. Ilia 
reception in Havana was markedly cold, 
and especially so when con trased will i 
the enthusiasm manifested towards 
Weyler. 

THE HOBBORS OF CUBA. 

starvation Alleged to Be Killing Natives by 
Thousands, 

New YoiiK, Nov. 8,— A special to the 
World from Havana says : " Weyler is 
gone, but his purpose — to exterminate 
the breed " of Cuban patriots — is being 
fulfilled. Starvation is killing tho "Con 
centrados " by tens of thousands; star- 
vation is doing what tens of thousands 
of soldiers could not accomplish. The 
frightful suflerings of those who survive 
cry out for mercy to tho civilized world. 
Physicians of Havana are now forbidden 
to give starvation (" inancion ") as the 
cause of death. When women and chil- 
dren starve reports are falsified." 

'A correspondent in the town of San 
Domingo writes in Diario de la Marina: 
"A multitude of sick fall dying upon 
garbatia streets bore, and there they lie 
until, after having served as anignomiu 
ious spectacle for some hours, they are 
collected and hauled away in ox carts, 
used for garbage, to the dumping 
grounds. The church cemeterieB are 
full, so most of these dead bodies are 
thrown into the fields to be eaten by 
dogs and birds." 



RIOTING LEGISLATORS. 

Suspension of tha Austrian Constitution 
May Result from Disorders in the 
Reicbsrath. 

Vienna, Nov. 8. — On the resumption 
of business in the reichsrath here to-day 
Herr Abrahamovich, the acting premier, 
strongly denounced the riotous proceed- 
ings which have marked the sessions of 
the house for some time passed and ex- 
pressed the hope that the sittings would 
be more decent in future. 

The representatives of the German 
people's party, the German proL'ressist 
party and the social democratic party, 
protested against the declaration made 
by the minister of finance ou Saturday 
last at a meeung of thtt budget commit- 
tee, in which he pronounced a grave 
warning of the danger involved in a sus- 
pension of the constitution unless the 
provisional compromise bill is adopted 
The minister after explaining tliat the 
compromise would already have been 
finally concluded but for the existing 
diflerence respecting the proportionate 
financial contributions of the two couu 
tries, added that he would deeply de- 
plore the result if political circumstances 
compelled the government to enforce a 
compromise by other than parliamen- 
tary means, but he explained that there 
were circumstances which were materi- 
ally stronger than all forma. After the 
representatives of tlie parties mentioned 
had protested against this declaration, 
they stronijly denounced the threatened 
suspension of tho constitution. The 
speakers were loudly applauded. 

After a six hours' speech by Herr 
Fnnke, the house adjourned until Wed- 
nesday next.

DUlUiANT'S DOOM. 

U. S. Supreme Court Decides Thut He Must 
Face It— Five Other Murderers Must 
Go Too. 

Wabuington, Nov. 8. — The United 
States supreme court to-day a£3rmed the 
decision of the Oalifornia circuit court 

refusing a writ of habeas corpus to 
William II. T. Durrant, under sentence 
of death for the murder of Miss Blanche 
Lamont, in San Francisco, in April, 
1805. 'To-day's decision permits the law 
to take its course with the condemned 
man. 

San FnANCirtco, Nov. 8. — The news 
that the Supreme Court of the United 
States had decided not to interfere with 
the execution of Durrant spread over 
tho city to-day and crowds of interested 
people" read the announcement eagerly 
from newspaper bulletin boards. The 
decision of tho supreme court has paved 
the way for the execution of five other 
murderers who have been sentenced to 
death bat whose execution have been 
deferred pending the decision in the 
Durrant case. 

Durrani's parents were notified this 
morning of the courts decision. Mrs. 
Durrant wept but said her son was inno- 
cent and that she did not give up hope 
that he would be vindicated and his 
innocence proved. District Attorney 
Barnes said that the only thing the 
attorneys for Durrant cou!d do now was 
to appeal from tho order ol the supreme 
court but he thought they would not try 
this aa they are eure to fail. 

TORONTO VESSEL GONE. 

Believed to Have Foundered in Last Week's 
Storm on the Great Lakes. 

Buri'-Ai.o, Nov. S. — It is believed that 
another boat has met the same fate as 
tho Idaho in the great storm which 
raged on Lake Erie the latter part of last 
week. Captain Thompson, of the 
steamer Van Allen reports that on his 
way down the lake yesterday he passed 
about twelve miles south of the spot 
where the Idaho foundered the spars of 
a Bailing vessel, but the seas 
were too high for him to approach close. 

It is believed that the sunken vessel 
is the schooner 0. E. Van Strauben/.ie, 
owned and navigated by Captain Wil 
liams, of Toronto. His boat cleared 
light from Port Colborno for Cleveland 
on Thursday last, carrying a crew of 
seven men in addition to tho captain. 
Nothing has been heard of lier since. 

An Embezzler Caught. 
MoNTRE.M,, Nov. 8. — Detective Dever- 
eaux, of Cliicago, arrived here to-day 
with papers for the extradition of Mi- 
chael Fortior, who is wanted there for 
embezzling ^8,000 from his employers, 
Strachan McCoy Co. The prisoner 
was arrested here last week. He agreed 
to return to Chicago but was remanded 
until Wednesday, pending the arrival of 
witnessea from Chicago. 

Leader Whitney's Intentions. 

BiiOCKVii.LE, Nov. 8. — It is reported 
here that Mr. Whitney, leader of tho 
opposition, will not run again for Dun- 
das but will endeavor to caplura a To- 
ronto constituency. 

The Minister of Justice. 
Ottawa, Nov. 8. — Sir Oliver Mowat 
will vacate his portfolio on the 17th and 
at once become lieutenant governor of 
Ontario, Hon. David Mills succeeding 
him immediately.

He made two or three looatione under 
the names of Matterborn, Elk Horn and 
Iron Horse. On going over the divide 
he again found enormous croppings and 
located more claims under the names of 
Silver Island, Headlight and King Solo- 
mon. 

Assays on the sam|)les he brought in 
ran as high as 7S onnooa, 2S per cent, 
copper and ^10 in gold. So rich is the 
ore that it loolia like matte from the 
smelter. It also containa some iron 
pyrites and peacock silver. The rich- 
ness of the ore and the vast extent of 
the leduea is an assurance that the claims 
will soon be developed into mines of 
great extent and value.

ANANIAS REDIVIVUS. 

AVe ))rint an interview with Collector 
Blilno this mornint; and venture to say 
tliat ilie statement he makes is almost 
nnparalleied in the history of journalism. 
The eubject of bis remarks is the bo- 
called interview with him printed in the 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer of Friday, 
which he pronounces a pure invention. 
He denies in the moat emphatic way 
that he gave an interview on the subject 
of duties on goods taken into the Yukon 
to a repreaentative of the Post-Intelli- 
gencer or any other newspaper. Mr. 
Milne is a gentleman whose word will 
be taken on this snbject, and we there- 
fore feel warranted in saying that the I'ost- 
lutelligencer has been guilty of know- 
intjly publishing a deliberate falsehood. 
Wa can conceive of no greater ofTenco 
against the public than that of which 
the Seattle paper has been guilty. In 
onier that the nature of the outrage may 
be better understood, we give some of 
the facta of the case. 

The Post-Intelligencer on Friday 
printed an interview in double-column 
width, in order to give emphasis to it, 
j>!acei1 above it >i great head like a hand- 
bill and set occaeicnal sentences in a 
ht<a.y^ faced letter. NotbioK was lack- 
ing to make the so-called interview ap- 
pear as an authoritative statement 
coming from '• the Chief OfHcer of the 
Service," aa Collector Milne was de- 
ecribed. The interview purported to be 
a epeuial dispatch to the Poat-Intelli- 
gencer aud bore date Victoria, Novem- 
ber A. The interview began with 
some complimentary references to the 
Collector, and then the interviewer went 
on to say that he had prepared a list of 
questions before callinK on the Collector. 
" He received me with courtesy," aays 
this lineal descendant of Ananias, 
" anil devoted an hour to giving the in- 
formation son^jlit." Tlien follow llie 
qiiCHtioiis, and then a long interview in 
qnotatioD luarka from Mr. Jlilnt. 

We regret for the honor of journalicm 
to be compelled to brand this whole 
thing as untrue. No newspaper man 
sfjURlit or obtained an interview with 
Colltctor MihiO ; no one ever prepared a 
seriee of (jueslior . him to answer; 
ho never gave an iiour to anyone, nowe- 
paper man or myoii-' elpc, to explain the 
policy which Canada will follow in re • 
gard to the Yukon trnde. 

"Collector Alilne reached for his letti r 
file," says this unparalleled interview, 
and 80 on. We say most frankly that 
on any other authority than that of Mi-. 
Milne himself, we would refuse to be- 
lieve that any paper would have been 
Ktdlty of such a base and diahonorablo 
nc:t. I'y what prinei|)lo of conduL't the 
Seattle paper will seek to defend its in- 
iamy we are unable to imagine. Mr. 
Milne recalls that a person, who said ho 
was going to the Yukon, called on him 
to ask what amount of goods would 1)0 
exempted ; but not even to tliis person 
did lie speak as he is rejiorted in the 
PoBt-Intelligoncer, aud the conversation 
was in no sense an interview, but sim- 
ply the case of a business man calling to 
make a few buBiness inquiries, which 
did not occupy ten minutes time. Col- 
le«;tor Milno is unable to imagine any 
other incident than this that could be 
twisted by the most infamous ingenuity 
into an interview, and if the I'oat-Iiitel- 
ligeucer hau had the baseness to amplify 
a short private conversation on busiueBa 
into a newspaper interview, it has part- 
ed with its last fragment of reapocta- 
bility. The occurrence is a most pain- 
ful one, for it places Mr. Milno in a ful.io 
)n)sition and compels us to apeak in such 
terms of a contemporary. 



WILL THEY FjaSTf 

Will the United States and Spain go 
to war? The question is of great inter- 
eat to the whole civilized world and 
eapecially ao to Canada, for anything 
that touches the welfare or the future of 
our great neighbor tonohes us only 
second to what afTects the ^frelfare of 
our own Empire. There seems to be a 
very general impression that they will. 
The United States has gone ao fur that 
it can hardly recede without a compli- 
ance by Spain with its wishes in regard 
to Cuba, and these are more than the 
Spanish monarchy can grant without 
precipitating a revolution at home. It 
is probably very true that the average 
Spaniard cares nothing about Cuba and 
that to the most of the people of the 
kingdom the island represents a grave 
wherein some of her beat sons and much 
of her treasure has been buried ; but for all 
that Spain cannot let go her grasp upon 
the colony without such a upheaval as 
will overthrow the throne. The nations 
of Europe recognize this and may not be 
unwilliug to prevent it. Spain mu 
realize that however succoaatul she 
might be for a time in an encounter 
with the United States, however able a 
resistance she might be able to make, in 
the end defeat would be inevitable and 
Cuba would be lost. The actual present 
fighting force of the United States ia not 
great, but its reserve tovce ia enorninus 
and in time this would bo available. 11 
tlieretoro seema highly unlikely that 
Spain would risk an armed collision un- 
less assured of at least strong moral 
backing from one or more of the Conti- 
nental powers. We do not suggest that 
any power would espouse the cause of 
Spain at the outset and act ofl'enaivoly 
neairiat the United .States, but just as 
Great Britain interfered when the Czar's 
troops were in sight of Constantinople 
and prevented Kuasia from reaping the 
full harvest of her success in the last 
war with Turkey, so when it came to the 
settling of terms of peace between Spain 
and the United States, it is posaiblo 
that one or more of the Euroj)ean na- 
tions might interfere. 

There are reasons why they might de- 
sire to take such a course. If Cuba 
passes out of the control of Spain owing 
to pressure or victory on the part of the 
United States, what is miscalled the 
Monroe doctrine will straightwayassume 
a highly aggravated form. Germany has 
designs upon a portion of South Ameri- 
ca. France baa by no pieans abandoned 
her claims to tiie region between the 
recognized boundary of Guiana and the 
Amazon. The lust for territory is upon 
the nations of Europe as never before, 
and there ia something in the claim that 
so inferior a .stock as that which poa- 
sessoa South America ahould not be al- 
lowed to control a continent which in 
some respects ia the richest and most 
desirable of the earth's surface. That 
South America has not played a great 
role in human history is due to the char- 
acter of the people who inhabit it and 
not to its lack ot natural poasibilitiea. 
Wo may feel very aiire that if the gov- 
ernment at Washington ia allowed to 
dictate the future of Cuba, it will claim 
the right to exercise the same preroga- 
tive in regard to the whole of South 
America. The nations of continental 
ICurope will not view any such conaum- 
mation aa that with equanimity. 

We do not believe that Spain will re- 
ceive oitlier ])hyeiiMil or moral support 
Iroin CI rent I3rit:un in any strugtrle with 
tlitt.Unitcd States. The people of fiing- 
land would never countenance anything 
that resembled an attempt to fasten 
oppression on the peopleof Cuba. More- 
over, Great Britain would not raise any 
great objection to an agreement with 
the United Statea whereby the acqui- 
sition of any territory in South America 
by her continental rivals could be ore- 
vented. Such a war would probably re- 
sult in a rapprochement between the two 
great English-speaking nations. 

In the event of war many thing=i not 
now discussed would haiinen. Fur in- 
stance, the sea would probably awarm 
with privateers and many of our neigh- 
bor's cities would suller severely. The 
United Stater not having entered into 
the conventica prohibiting privateering, 
f-'pain would bb at liberty to employ 
that means o.' warfare againtit her, and 
while the .'VMrrican navy is very forniid- 
al)le, it is not numerically strong enough 
to (^niiril tli(! whole coast. Take, for ex- 
ample, the Pacific Cuaat, It is vulner- 
aljio at several points, and there are not 
enough vessels on the North Pacific sta- 
tion to defend it. San Francisco 
being the chief city, would call 
for moat of the shiiis, which would 
leave i-xposed the [lorta of Southern 
California, Portland and the ciliea of 
f'uget Sound to the raid of privateers. 
So too on the Atlantic coast. The great 
strength of the navy would be gathered 
to defend New York, and this would 
leave the rest of the Atlantic and Gulf 
seaboard practically defenceless against 
swift steaming armed craft. If Spain 
acted with vigor she could inflict many 
auvoro blows u])on her enemy at the out- 
set, by destroying properly of immense 
value and levying tribute to large 
amounts. If the United States' fleet 
could get a fair chance it would make 
abort work of anything that Spain can 
put afloat, but nothing short of the navy 
of Groat Britain could hope to defend 
the long coast line against privateers. 
On the other hand the United States 
could not accomplish very much in the 
way of retaliation, for the reason that 
the Spanish seaboard cities are fewer 
and better defended. The plan of cam- 



paign which the United States would 
probably pursue would be to pour troopa 
into Cuba and capture that island, to 
buy ships wherever money could get 
thom and chase the Spanish privateers 
from the ocean. This could be success- 
fully done, but before it had been ac- 
complished many of the seaboard cities 
would doubtless be made to experience 
the horrors of war, or at least the sensa- 
tion of being held up at the cannon's 
mouth for the payment of ransom. 



THE ALL-CANADIAN ROUTE, 

It is eatisfaotory to know that the pro- 
vincial government intends to take early 
steps to secure the opening of a road 
from the Stickeen river to Teslin lake, 
and that the expenditure may in the first 
place bo for the purpose of opening a 
roiid that can be used by sleighs in the 
winter. The^Dominion government is 
also fully alive to the importance of this 
step and will undoubtedly co-operate 
with the province in making a summer 
trail, if no more. We have also the best 
reaHon to believe that the Dominion gov- 
ernment will either itself , construct a 
railway to Teslin lake or subatiuitially 
aid a company in so doing. That an all- 
Canadian route will be assured may be 
taken for granted, and it is also abso- 
lutely certain that it will be ready for 
traffic early next year. 

The step is important for several con- 
aiderationa, and for none more than to 
prevent a recurrence of tlie scenea of 
Skagway during the past seafou. We 
have not been of those who have con- 
demned the Skagway trail, for the reason 
that we understood the nature of the 
trail from the start and represented its 
nature correctly as one that was sufli- 
eieut for the purpose it was intended for, 
which was not to provide a way for 
thousands of people and horses to cross 
the Divide in a hurry. The construct- 
ors of the trail were building something 
primarily for their own use, and that it 
broke down when subject to extraordin- 
ary ]ireBsure was no lault of theirs nor 
Buflicieut ground to condemn the trail as 
Ufieleas. At the eaino lime it ia oljvious 
that next year, beginning as early as 
January, there will be a rush of people 
into the Yukon and the greater part of 
the people will seek the Sticlieen-Teslin 
route. It is of prime import.ince there- 
fore that nothing should be left undone 
which will prevent a repetition of such 
scenes aa transpired on Skagway trail. 
The Canadian route must not receive a 
black eye at the outset if a reasonable 
expenditure of money can prevent it, 
and only a reasonable sum is necessary. 

There is probably no one thing which 
the provincial government can do that 
will be viewed with more general aj)- 
proval than tlio immediate oi)ening of a 
roftd to Teslin lake. It will mean very 
much to the business interests of this 
city as well as of Vancouver, Nanaimo 
and New Westminster. In fighting the 
battle for the Yukon trade, the Colon- 
IKT has felt that it was working almost 
aa much in the iuteroats of the other 
cities named aa in those of Victoria, for 
the reason that the amount of outfitting 
to be done will give the merchants of all 
the British Columbia coast cities all they 
can attend to, provided the business is 
directed into the right channels. So also 
anything which either government or 
both of them can do to further the trade 
from Canadian cities to the Canadian 
Yukon through Canadian teriitory will 
1)0 of as much value to one locality as 
another. It is, as we have said, highly 
satisfactory to feel assured of the readi- 
ness of both governments to co-operate 
in this matter. 



SIR JpSN MAC DONALD 

AND THE C. P. B. 

The Baroness Macdonald in her re- 
view article lias hardly given a correct 
idea of the circuinatancea attending the 
construction of the Canadian Pacific 
railway. In its brief Gommeata upon 
her observations, the Colonist said that 
thoy had the charm of entire novelty. 
They seem open to another criticism, 
namely, that they are either indefinite or 
erroneous. It ia a part of the history of 
Canada that the original idea for the 
building of the transcontinental line was 
by means of a company, of which Sir 
Hugh Allan was to be the head. 
When Alexander Mackenzie came into 
power he went on with the work as a 
government undertaking, and during the 
early part of the second JIaedonald re- 
gime contracts were let for the construc- 
tion of portions of the line. Experience 
showed that government construction 
was attended with enormous difficulties, 
aud the resolution was formed to aban- 
don it. The contract waa according let 
to the Stephen-Smith syndicate, a part 
of the terms being that the government 
ahould complete the work then in hand 
and turn it over to the syndicate together 
with a bonus of $25,000,000 and 25,000,000 
acres of land. 

This statement of the case is not quite 
conaiatent with Lady Macdonald'a ex- 
|)hination as pnbliahed, but it may be 
tliat alio has reference to fiomothing of 
which the public has no knowledge. .Vs 
we have shown, the government deliboi- 
ately abandoned the construction of the 
road as a public work, and it is hardly 
possible that this would have been done 
without the full knowledge and approval 
of the I^remier. 



OF INTEREST TO FARMERS. 

Yesterday's steamer from Seattle 
brought to this city about twelve hun- 
dred aheep from (.)regon. .'^ ..lurdiiy's 
steamer brought more than eeven hun- 
dred, and there are several hundred 
more on the way. Probably the receipts 
of Oregon aheep in \'ictoria during ten 
days will reacli nearly to 'ljA)y) beaii. 
This large number of aiiiiiuilH ia not 
being broUf^bl in l)ecauBe of any excep- 
tional demand for them here, butainiply 
for the reason that the pi-ii'c of aheep is 
going up, and it seems good policy to buy 
now rather than wait until later. Speak- 
ing of the supply of aheep and wool in 
the United States, " I'arniing " aays that 
there ia less than one-hall in aiglit of 
what next year's market will demand. 
The i:onH('i)n('ni'e ia that rancliers every- 
where are holding Hheejj for a rise, and 
the last market report from Chicago says 
that farmers In the Middle West are 
buying all the sheep they can get for 
feeding. 

We mention this matter for the juir- 
pose of emphasizing what we have al- 
ready referred to as to the immeiiHe im- 
portance of the farmers of British 
Columbia giving their attention to the 
raising of sheep to supply the home 
market. There Is a steady demand now, 
and this will certainly be greatly in- 
creased as the population of the province 
atul the requirements of the Yukon in- 
crenao. We, therefore, again uru'c ujion 
the farniera of liritish Columbia to give 
closer attention to Bheei)-raiaing_, They 
can depend upon it that nothing will 
yield them greater returns for the money 
invested. It is safe to say that, enlarge 
their flocks as rapidly as they may, our 
larmera cannot hope to supply the home 
market during the next few years.

Collector Milne yesterday emiihati- 
cally denounced as a fabrication the al- 
leged interview with him which ap- 
peared in the Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
on November 4. He states that he 
never gave an interview to a representa- 
tive of tlie Seattle paper, and the state- 
meats made there as to his position are 
false. The alleged interview sought to 
create the impression that thn Canadian 
nistoms oflicials would not strictly en- 
force the law, and that there seemed a 
chance of the 100 pounds exemption be- 
ng extended, or at least that miners 
coming from the United States with sup- 
j)lie8 next year would be dealt with very 
leniently. Mr. Milne denies that he has 
ever given anyone to understand such a 
thing. "Why," said he yesterday, "my 
lioaition has been that the exemption 
aliuuki bo tlone away with, and in a let- 
ter to the department of cuatoni:' at Ot- 
tawa a month ago I pressed upon the 
Dominion government the desirability 
of diacontinuing the Rxemption by the 
end of the present year." 

Mr. Milne was highly indignant that 
the Seattle paper should have treated 
him BO badly by publishing a false inter- 
view. 

The only newspaper man he had seen, 
he said, was a gentleman who came in 
at the beginning of this month asking 
some information as to the tarifl" on 
goods brought into Canada, and stating 
that he was one of a large pnrtv who 
were bound for the Yukon. Mr. '.Milne 
gave h;a visitor a copy of tlie tariff, and 
in response to a queation as to where was 
the best place to lay in supplies, replied 
that without question British Columbia 
was the best place. Ilia visitor then in- 
quired what were the articles which 
would be taken in free under the 100 
pounds exemption. Mr. Milneinformed 
him that thia would have to he decided 
by the customs oilicers ou Tagish Uke, 
but it might be depended upon that the 
law would bo very strictly enforced. As 
the visitor rose to retire he remarked 
casually that he used to be a member of 
the Oregonian staflf, but now he was 
going to try hia forttines in the Yukon. 
That was the only newspaper man .Mr. 
Milne saw, and none of tlie informal ion 
that ho gave to that gentleman could be 
distorted into tho bouua interview that 
appeared in the Post-Intelligencer.

A British Columbia Enterprise Incorporntcd 
to Operate on the Yukon. 

A new Britiah Columbia company 
which will go into the mineral bu-^ineas 
in the Yukon hae juat been incorporated 
under the new companies act. It is en- 
titled the Yukon Pioneer Goldfielda Co. 
Ltd., (non personal liability) the capital 
stock being .t'JOO.OOO. The provlHional 
directors are, Hon. Edear Dewdney, F. 
B. Pemberton and J. T. Betbune, of 
Victoria ; W. R. Robertson, of Vancou- 
ver and Howard Franklin, G.E., the 
Yukon explorer. This company will 
operate under a novel system which is 
Mr. Franklin's iilea. 1 iiatead of working 
on shore it is intended to have the ma- 
chinery fur miniiiir on a flat-bottom 
steamer which will proccetl uji the 
^"ulion an<l operate on the rich tribu- 
taries, .lusthowthe operations are to 
carried out is .Mr. Franklin's secret but 
it is expected to handle from 71)0 to 
1,000 yards of dirt a day. The 
llat botti)in boat, which is to be about "o 
feet long, will be built in Victoria, (ittud 
w ith powerful machinery to propel tbe 
boat up the Yukon, and have besides the 
necessary machinery for working the 
bars and benches of gravel in the places 
where it is intended to operate. The 
little steamer will then be load'-d on a 
sailing vessel and carrie<l to St. Michael's, 
w here she will be launched and iirocccd 
n|)the Yukcui by iiiraiia of her own 
iiiotivu power, it ie expecteil that tli(< 
vessel will l)e built and ready to leave 
\ ictoria in February. The force re- 
i|uirod to work her will be thirteen men.

James G. Beuuett, of Sau Fraucisco, 
Arrested. For Attempted Murder 
and Held Here. 



Jle ■Will Fight Extradition to tlio 
Limit of His Own and the 
Law's Resources. 



" Arrrest for assault to murder, James 
G. Bennett, alias J. B. O'JSTeill, at Kusb 
Honse, Victoria, waiting to leave on 
Bteamer Topeka as asBlBtant engineer. 
Glem Dumett ia hts brother-in-law. 
JBennettborn Syracuse, N.Y., and a ma- 
rine engineer and electrician. Aged 
thirty-nine years ; hoi^jht, five feet seven 
and a half ; weiglit about two hundred 
and tventy ; hair, dark, with a little 
grey at the temples; eyes, blue; face, 
round and full; ears, large and lou 
over at the tops ; large atomach ; short 
thick neck, scar on forehead, combs hair 
over it. Bennett arreoted here for 
cutting hia wife's throat and his own. 
Bennett escaped from receiving hospital 
hero October 13. Has large, freah knife 
wound extending across front of throat 
and neck. Photo by mail. Bennett 
badly wanted by this department. Will 
extradite him if arrested. Wire answer." 

Such was the tole(?ram from Chief of 
Polico I^ees, of Sau Francisco, which was 
put into Chief Sheppard's hands yester- 
day, and in coneetiuenee of which James 
G.'liennett, alius B. O'Neill, alias Do 
Mona also, spent liiEt ni^ht as occupant 
of one cf the u[)per llat cella at police 
headquarters on Cormorant street. 
"With 80 specific directions and 
each detail of description, evidenc- 
ing the accuracy of the infor- 
mation furniahed Chief Lees by his Vic- 
toria correspondenta. Detectives Perdue 
and Palmer had practically no difficulty 
whatever in arresting their man last 
evening— nor did he consider it expedi- 
ent to make any denials after the polico 
Btation had been reached and the Ecar 
on his neck was examined through the 
luxuriant beard he has acquired since 
leavinj: California. 

Bennett does not deny the commia- 
Biou of the sorioua assault with which he 
ia chiirged, but announces his determin- 
ation to fight e-!:^-.-l':;"c^t<) the limit of 
legal poaaibilities and his resources. He 
had been separated from his wife, he 
said, but felt that he had a 
light to know what ahe was doing 
and who ahe waa associating with. 
When he went to her room he had no 
intention of doing her injury. There 
waa a scene, however, and when ahe 
rushed at him with a pair of eciasora he 
Btabbud her in the neck with his pocket 
knife, and afterwarda slashed hia own 
throat. 

*■ She jg not seriously hurt," he said; 
"in fact, ehe is in much better shape than 
] i\w. I would not liavo come from Cali- 
foDiia only she intimated that slie would 
not I'l'otecutu if I would get out of the 
cDuiiiry. I waa not exactly under 
ariesi when I came away. There 
Wrfre no Ruarila at the hos- 
pitd, and not tlie slightest difiiculty 
waa ofTered to nie leaving San Francisco 
and coming north. I spent two weeks 
in Seattle with relatives, and then, as 
they told me I could not be extradited 
from, I came over by the Kingaton here 
ten days ago. Now that I'm here, I'm 
<;o!iic; to stay here. If I am forced to go 
li.ick !o .San I'"rancisco I will throw up 
the whole di-al. But I don't think I'll 
have t 1 go back." 

Mr. II. E. A. Rol)ert6on waa in consul- 
tation with the prisoner until an early 
ln)nr this tnorniiig, and it is expected 
t))at lie will oppose any application for 
an adjournment when the first hearing 
of the caae ia called before Magistrate 
Macrae this mornibg.

In Siiain tho .soldier ha.s only a straw 
bed, liui j)0 is allowed besides this a pil- 
low, tv,o sheets, two blaukota and a 
coverod quilt, Komotimcs even a cover 
for tho f(H!t. It is almost sybaritic. In 
Gurinany and Austria ho has a simple 
straw bed with ouo or two covers, 
neillicr .slu'Ct i.-^ir niattros.-i. In Russia, 
u!]til ruoi'utly, the suiilier slept with 
his clothea on on a camp bed. but now 
ordinary beds begin to bo used — the re- 
snlt of contact with more civilized 
countries. After tins it cannot bo doubt- 
ed that tho Fruncli soldier's bed is the 
best of all, with its wooden or iron bed- 
steal, a straw bed, a wool mattress, 
sheets, a brown woolen coverlet and 
an nxtra quilt for cold -weather. Thus 
Xlie bod of the French soldier i.H tho .soft- 
fst of all soldiers' brds, as that of tho 
French peasant is acknowledged also to 
bo the bust of all Kuropcan countries. — 
British Medical Eeoord.

If tiio pup liad Ktuuied the vast f»rpcn 
plain on liiH right, bo would have seen 
black lines uiid lines still fainter than 
bhicl':, and these liuoa were all Turks. 
Freijucutly a oresoondo trf boots and 
liurtling noises was in tho air ubovo 
liiui, find tho shellR crashod ns (hey 
Htruck. Moreover, tlii^ro was Hoinetiuics 
a ouriouH Kinging of groat inscots.

Ho was n littlo pnp, not l.Trger than 
a IdttPii, bub he was fat and fairly 
siiirtlirrod in lonj; vliito wool, inarkiid 
l:c le and tliuro with black, and lie liad 
e very iiidillsrenco of a fat pup. Two 
.'[-IdicrH camo that way on tlieir return 
to tho front, tuid, seising him, pauRcd.

Ho was uot satisfiid with 
putting 111! of bis featuro.H 111 the plate.

A Few Words in Defence of the Much 
IVlaligned Linnet and Other 
Songsters. 

To THE Editoh: — I noticed in thia 
morning's isfcUH of the Colonist (Nov. 
7), under the heading " Fruit and Birds," 
a statement of Mr, Palmer's to the effect 
that the opinion "Was expressed at the 
fruit growers' meeting at VVeBtminator, 
wbicii he atlended, that "English Irlack- 
birda, thrushes and linnetH weio very 
undesirrthle, as liable to injure the fruit 
trees," and that in California it ia 
Ihouglit (leairal)hi to poison tlio latter 
oir liecaiise Ihey ileal roy the bniia on the 
trees. Now, .Mr. I'Mitor, I aeldoni rush 
into print, iiiit aa a lover of l)ir(ls 1 
wouki like to tllVi- somethin;; in their du- 
feiu'C. 

'I'he hiat aijall 111' llr-it, so with rejiard 
to the lituKils. There are linnets and lin- 
nets, some membfra of the Emzlish (I 
beg pardon, Biitish) family, who neither 
touch bud, flower or fruit, lo v,it, the 
seven-colored linnet, who livea on eeeds 
of weeds, and delights chii lly to j.ick the 
eeedH of the thiatle (h)t.4 of food here in 
that line), and who has tliereby enrtu'd 
in HouK) localities the name of thistle 
bird. He ia a lovely Songster ; alao the 
brown linnet, or rose linnet — Borry I can- 
not say a good word for the },;reeii lin 
net. or lire liritiah bnlliiich ; he ia a '■ ter 
ror " on buda. 

The Britisli blackbird and thrush do 
much more good aa insect destroyers 
than they do harm by takiiig an.oe 
caeioual 6erry, as they do not cougre 
gate in flights, and so only attack the 
fruit singly. The blackbird is the more 
predacious of the pair by far, the thrush 
doing very little harm, as he Iotob a 
good fat snail or worm better than tho

SEWER CONNECTIONS. 

A Correspondent Points Out Some Peculi- 
arities in the Administration of the 
City's Health By-Laws. 

To THE Editok :— Having iiotKuil a 
short time ago that the city council 
seem to be really atjout to do aomething 
useful and of incalculable benefit to the 
city by enforcing the by-law dealing 
>yiti) sewer connections, I r?f.n»neq jj.^^^ i 
writing a letter for ptiollcatlou 111 a Vic- 
toria paper eailiur. Not filliy realizing 
what ' perhaps tort 'years' experience 
ought to have tnught me, namely, that 
the city council of Victoria rarely do 
anything but talk. I must slate that I 
most sincerely regret having kept silent 
so long. This neglect to enforce sewer 
connection on the atreete where the sow- 
era have been laid at the public exponao 
is ru)thing more or leas than an outrage. 
What aro the mayor and aldermen 
thinking about? Do they want to place 
Victoria in the same position that Maid- 
atone is in to-day through their culpable 
neglect? I have a list before me of the 
names of nearly two hundred people 
who have not connected their [iretnisea 
with tho sower. Tho corporation of tho 
city of Victoria and tho niuiiea of two 
aldermen I notice anrong others who are 
defying the law at tho nak of the public 
health. That extraordinary (locuinent 
from which I am (juotiiig 1b a communi- 
cation from the plumbing inspector to 
His Worship the Mayor and the Board 
of Aldermen, and reads as 'oUowb ; 

"Gentlemen: — ^The following is a list 
of names of property ownera along tho 
line of tho sewerage system who havo 
not complied with tho requirements of 
the Sewer Connection By-law, 1893," — 
liere follows a list of names, among 
which are some of the beat known of 
Victoria's well-to-do citizens. And now. 
Sir, listen to the concluding sentences of 
tlie document which I have already 
characterized as extraordinary, and aak 
what it is to bethought of the way tho 
public health is being cared for. 

"The above list," aays the plumbing 
inspector, " does not include any prop- 
erty along the lino of the old Johnson 
alreet aewer, and I have no record of the 
connectioira along that aewer. Tire 
reaeona that the above p.ropertiea iuive 
not been connected with the aewerage 
ayatem I am not able to state, as I have 
been iuatructed by HiB Worship the 
.Mayor not to force any connections un- 
less notified by His Worship to do bo." 

Now, leaving His Worship's inter- 
ference out of the qnestion, for I am 
sure he woald be the last to wish to 
override the recommendation of epei-ial 
oflicera of special departmonte, wlrere is 
the medical health oflicer'.' In what 
manner of way can ho be jierforminK 'iiB 
duties? Unless of course he couaiders 
that tho makine of these connections 
with the sewer ia not necessary for the 
prevention of an epidemic, certain iso- 
lated caeea of wl.icli have occurred re- 
cently on the outskirts of tho city — as if 
a kind of Providence was giving us a 
warning of the way in which the whole 
community will be amitten in a very 
abort time if the authoritiea continue to 
wilfully neglect to take the commoneat 
precautions by making tho drainage of 
the city as perfect as may be. Hection 
4 of the Sewer Oonnections By-law, lS9;5 
(No. 207), reads as follows: 

" Whenever it shall be deemed dei'ir- 
able to have a connection made between 
any building or premieea and a branch 
main or common ee'ver the city engineer 
eiiall send to the owner of auch Iniilding 
or preiniaea a written notice io have 
giich connection made, and if after tiie 
expiration from the ilate of auch notice 
or such extended time as may be grant- 
ed as hereinafter mentioned, the connec- 
tion is not made in accordance witliauch 
specification, the city engineer mny have 
the work done at the exj)eiieo of the 
owner of said building or premieea and 
sucli expense may be recovered by the 
corporation in any court of conrpetoiit 
jurisdiction from such owner or bv dis- 
tresa and aalb of the gooda and cliattels 
of auch owner, i'rovided, however, that 
the city cn^'iiieer may grant for cauee 
.sncli exteris-ii'ii of time to make the cun- 



nectiona ua ho may deem desirable not. 
however, exceeding thirty days, and 
after the expiration of snch extended 
time mav have the work done as afore- 
eaid at the expense of the owner, which 
expense may be recovered as aforesaid." 

There is nothing said there about the 
consent of His Worship tho Mayor hav- 
ing to be obtained before the city iu luaile 
sanitary. Now, sir, why is it that nearly 
two hundred notices have been served 
on aa many citizeiia of Victoria, or on 
citizens owning that number of build- 
ings, and no attempt made to force tho 
making of theae connections? If a 
small property-owner has not the mone y 
to do this work, tho work niuat be done 
for him, as provided for in section 4 of 
the by-law which I have quoted. I 
must confess that I do not think that 
diatreas ia tho best way to proceed ; I 
would rather that the city would sell the 
property if the charge were not paid at 
tho end of two years, as in the case of 
overdue taxes; for in this instance, hav- 
ing been given time, the poorer prope rty- 
holders woulj nl-..^.^ ^o. !\blo to piovido 
the money, ftnd estreiuo measures would 
not lio I'eeded. But, bo this as it may, 
aa a nitopayer of Victoria I demand that 
the Mayor and council be brought to 
book, and compelled lo enforce section 4 
of the aewer connections by-law, 1893 
(No. 207), in tho interest of the public 
health. If there ia any defect in the by- 
law which makes its enforcement diffi- 
cult, let the Mayor make a statement to 
this effect to the council, and let the 
Mayor and council take immediate steps 
to have such defect remedied by the pro- 
vincial legialaturo. But all this ia for 
the electeti representatives of the i)eople 
to -,vork out; for myself, I can only aay 
that I ahall raiae iny voice, and raise it 
so loudly that it will bo heard, until tho 
authorities, who do not ubo the powera 
with winch they liave been ontruated 
for the public good of their own free will, 
are compelled to do ao by the proasure 
brought to bear upon thorn by indignant 
citizens and taxpayers.

MUS. AN6ELL BACKS DOWN. 

Her Counsel SeeKs Lsave to Withdraw Her 
Suit tor Rights as a Wife of 
Jay Gould. 

New York, Nov. 8.— W. E. Ward, 
counsel for Mrs. Angell, who claimed to 
be the first wife of Jay Gould, appeared 

before Justice Beach in the supreme 
court to-day and asked for an order dis- 
missing tho complaint and giving him 
leave to diecontinne the action. He said 
he was thoronghly convinced that there 
was no foundation for this action and he 
made this motion for tho reason that 
havini: commenced this action volun- 
tarily and made the chargea he thought 
it was no inure than juatice to the de- 
fendanlB to thia suit that he ehould 
come into court antl take the initiative 
in having the action diecontiuued rather 
than allow it to be called on the calen- 
dar. Attorneys Root and Ward for the 
Gould heira opposed the motion on the 
ground that there should boa legal de- 
termination of the auit and tho plaintiff 
atopped from further proceedinga. The 
justice directed an order to be entered 
denying the motion to dismiss and fol- 
lowed that by another order providing 
that the action ehould be preferred on 
the circuit calendar for the first Monday 
in December and that personal service of 
this order be made upon the plaintiff in 
the action.

Rio Janeiho, Nov. G. — An attempt has 
been made to kill the President of Bra- 
zil, Dr. Prndente Jose De Moraes. The 

Presidont'a brother, an army officer, was 
probably mortally wounded while 
shielding the chief executive. General 
Machado Betancourt, minister of war, 
who was one of tho Pre.aident'a jiarty, 
was shot and killed. Rio Janeiro is now 
under niurtial law, every eoldier having 
been ordered to anna, and is feared that 
another revolution ia at hand. The vic- 
torious troo|)a were paaaing in review 
before I'reaident Moraes when a soldier 
dashed out of the naval arsenal towardj 
the Preaident'a pnrty, drawing a dagL'er iii- 
he went. Feariughis intention and unab'e 
to stop the Bolilier, Colonel Moraes, the 
president's brother, stepped between 
iiim and bis assailant and tried to ward 
oil' the dagger thruata. In this lie waa 
auccesfiful, but the colonel received the 
dagger in ills own body, the aoldier in 
his frenzy Btriking aeveral liiriea before 
he was aeized by tlroae in the rear. 

While I'reeident Mirraea and the mem- 
bers of I '■■ cabinet were bending over the 
body o' Colonel Moraea, a aliot was 
heard niid (ieueral Betancourt, the nrin- 
ister o' war, staggered and fell beside 
the ti i.lyof Colonel Moraea, witha Imllet 
in lir- head. 

Thia added to tho exciteiirent of the 
crowd, which was by this time wildly 
surging to and fro, the troops using their 
bayonets to keep it back, and those bo- 
hind pressing blindly forward. Finally, 
fearing another attempt to kill the 
I'resiclent and members of the cabinet, 
more troo])a were called, atid a strong 
KUiiid waa formed around the oflicial 
jiarly. Colonel Moraes was eeriouely 
and probably mortally wounileil. (.!en- 
eral Betancourt died in a faw minutes 
after he waa taken to tho palace. The 
soldier who tried to kill President 
Moraea bcluiiged to the Tenth battalion. 
The perBon who ehot Betancourt is UU' 
known. Xo one knows Vi'hen;;e came the 
fatal shot. The citizens generally at 
tribute the deeds to revenge on the' part 
of ConBelheiro'a followers. 

President Moraes has issued a procla 
matiou lamenting the crime, but declar 
ing that it will not cause him to swerve 
a hairbreadth in the fulfilment of his 
constitutional inisaion. Colonel Moraes. 
who w-us with the president at the time 
of the outrage, says nniny lottera have 
been received lately threatening tho 
presideiit'a life. The oflicial organ de- 
clares tho crimo the result of a i)olitical 
conspiracy. 

The. name of tho assaaain ia Marcellino 
Demello. lie has been associated with 
the Jacobins, eeveral of whom have been 
arrested.
